G.S.R, 298 (E).—Whereas the Central Boileis 
Board has received a number of proposals tor 
amendment of regulations 7 and 391A of the 
Indian Boiler Regulations, J950, pertaining to 
testing of second-hand and old boilers from various 
organizations and associations; 

And, whereas, several representations of various 
firms of Gujarat received by the Central Govern¬ 
ment in the Ministry of Industry (Department of 
Industrial Development) regarding regulations 7 
and 391A have been referred to the Central Boil¬ 
ers Board by that Government for examination 
and making recommendations; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers confe¬ 
rred by sub-section (4) of section 27A of the 
Indian Boilers Act, 1923 (5 of 1923) the Central 
Boilers Board hereby— 

(i) constitutes a Committee with effect from 

the date of issue of this notification to 
consider, inter alia, the proposals and 
the representations referred to above for 
amendment of regulations 7 and 39]A 
of the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950; 
and 

(ii) delegates its power to the Committee to 
take a final deeision on its behalf in the 
matter.

3. The Committee may invite any person or per¬ 
sons to attend a meeting of the Committee to assist 

it in its deliberations, 

4. The terms of reference of the Committee 
will be as follows : — 

fi) To consider the proposals received by the 
Board for amendment of regulations 7 
and 391A taking into account the results 
of the tests carried out by the Boiler 
Inspectorates of the State Governments! 
Umon Territories and to prepare draft 
amendment to the above mentioned 
regulations, if found necessary. 

(ij) To examine the procedural matters relat¬ 
ing to the tests stipulated in rcgtilations 
7 and 391A on which clarification was 
sought by various organisations and 
associations and to prepare guidelines in 
the matter as may be considered neces¬ 
sary. 


(iii) To examine the representations submitted 
by various firms of Gujarat regarding 
the requirements of tests stipulated in 
regulations 7 and 391A and to make 
recommendations. 

5. All persons interested to explain their view 
points or difficulties before the Committee may 
inform the Chairman of the Committee in writing 
within 30 days from the date of publication of tills 
notification in the Official Gazette and the Chair¬ 
man may invite such persons and on such dates, as 
he considers necessary, to appear before the Com¬ 
mittee for the purpose at their own expense. 

6. The Committee shall communicate its deci¬ 
sion to the Chairman of the Central Boilers 
Board within a period of three months with effect 
from the date of issue of this notification in the 
Official Gazette.
